THE FRONT— Using No. 1 1 Needles, 
cast on 138 stitches. 

Work 4 rows in Garter Stitch. 

** 1st row, — K.2, ♦ wl. fwd., K.8, 
wl. fwd., K.l, rep. from * to last st., 
K.l. 

2nd row, — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
)0rd row. — ♦ K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.l, 
wl. fwd., K.8. wl. fwd., rep. from ♦ to 
last 3 sts., K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.l. 

4lh row. — As 2nd row. 

/5th row, — K.l, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., * 
K.l, wl. fwd., K.8. wl. fwd., (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, rep. from ♦ to last 
13 sts., K.l. wl. fwd., K.8, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.2. 

6th row. — K.l, P.4 * (P.4 tog.) twice, 
P 7, rep. from ♦ to last 13 sts. (P.4 tog.) 
twice. P.4. K.l. ♦♦ 

Rep. from ** to ** twenty times. 

Next row. — K.3 ♦ K.2 tog., rep. from * 
to last 3 sts., K.3. (72 sts.). 

Using No. 12 Needles, proceed as fol- 
lows: — 

1st row. — K.2 * P.1, K.l, rep. from * 
to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row twice. 

4th row. — ♦ K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.l, 
rep. from * to end of row. 

Rep. 1st row three times, dec. once at 
end of needle In last row. 

8th row. — Using No. 11 Needles, cast 
oflf 4 sts., knit to end of row. 

9th row. — Cast off 4 sts., purl to last 
st., K.l. 



*** 10th row.— K. 18 (wl. fwd., K.8, 
wl. fwd., K.l) three times, K.18. 

11th and 13th rows. — K.l, purl to last 
st., K.l. 

12th row. — K.l 9 (wl, fwd., K.8, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., wl. fwd.. K.l) twice, wl. fwd., 
K.8. wl. fwd., K.20. 

14th row. — K.20 (wl. fwd., K.8, wl. 
fwd., K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.. K.l) twice, wl. fwd., K.8, 
wl. fwd., K.21. 

15th row. — K.l, P.21 (P.4 tog.) twice, 
P.7 (P.4 tog.) twice, P.7 (P.4 tog.) 
twice. P.20, K.l. ♦♦♦ 

Rep. from to *** three times. 

Next row. — K.22, cast off 19 sts. 
loosely, K.22. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric on 
last 22 sts., dec. once at neck edge in 
every alt. row until 20 sts. remain. 
Work 7 rows without shaping. Cast off. 

THE BACK — Work exactly as given 
for Front to *♦♦♦. 

Rep. from ♦♦♦ to twice. 

Cast off loosely. 

Tire SLEEVES — Using No. 12 
Needles, cast on 44 stitches. 

Isl row. — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row three times. 

5<h row. — K.7, * Inc. once in next st., 
rep. from ♦ to last 7 sts,, K.7. (74 sts.). 
Using No. 11 Needles, proceed as fol- 
lows: — 

1st row. — K.l. purl to last st.. K.l. 

2nd row. — Knit. 
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Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 
until work measures 
1 i ins. from com- 
mencement. Dec. once 
at each end of needle 
in every row until 34 
sts. remain. Cast off. 
Work another sleeve 
in same manner. 

I HE FRONT neck- 
band — With right 
side of work facing 
and using No. 12 
Needles, knit up 39 
sts. evenly round front 
of neck. 

Work 3 rows in Gar- 
ter Stitch. Cast off 
loosely. 

THE BACK NECK- 
BAND— With right 
side of work facing 
and using No. 12 
Needles, knit up 21 
sts. evenly across back 
of neck. 

Work 3 rows in Gar- 
ter Stitch. Cast off 
loosely. 




TO MAKE UP— With a slightly damp 
cloth and warm iron, press lightly. 
Using a flat seam, sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Sew up shoulder seams 
for 1 inch. Sew in sleeves, placing 
seams to side seams and gathering ex- 
tra fullness at top. 



Using Crochet Hook, work 2 rows of 
d,c. round shoulder openings making 
2 buttonloops on each front shoulder 
in 2nd row. 

Sew on buttons to correspond with 
loops. Thread ribbon through holes at 
waist. Finally, press all seams.

SOME IMPORTANT INFORMATION 

AtoH UlSapjTnintinent — buy the wool recommended. 

Buy wisely — buy enouRh of the one dye-lot — the same dye-lot 

cannot be repeated. 






HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION— Before 
you commence knittinK. check your tension 
carefully ; on this dc|)c>n<ls the succesa of the 
finishefl article. Take the wool and needles 
specified in the instructions, cast on 20 
stitches. W’ork 20 rows in plain smooth 
fabric. Liehtly press work. Check the ten- 
sion by pIncinR an inch tape across tli 
stitches, count the exact number of stitches 
to one inch and compare with the tension 



Riven in the instructions. All tensions are 
measure<l over plain smooth fabric, liRhtly 
pressed. If your tension is too loose try a 
sly.e finer needle. If your tension is too tivrht 
try a size coarser needle. If there is more 
than one size of needle recommended In the 
reci|>e and you alter the needles to obtain the 
correct tension in plain smooth fabric, corre- 
spondinR alterations must be made to the 
needles throuRhout the instructions.
